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Sir: 



This is in response to the November 17, 2003 Election of Species 
Requirement. 

Applicant elects with traverse claims 1-15 to be examined on the merits. 

The Examiner's Election of Species Requirement is improper. An analysis of 
claims 1-15 reveals that they are the subcombination of the subject matter of 
claims 16-28. As such, an Election of Species is not proper between a combination 
and a subcombination as such an election of species is improper. 

In accordance with M.P.E.P. §806.04(f) claims to be restricted to different 
species must be mutually exclusive. 

Claim 1 recites a speaker comprising first and second diagrams arranged to 
be driven in opposite phase with respect to one another. Dependent claim 16, which 
is in Group II, recites an electronic device, including a speaker according to claim 1. 



Accordingly, there is nothing mutually exclusive between the speaker of claim 1 , 
which is a subcombination to the electronic device of claim 16, which includes a 
speaker according to claim 1. Accordingly, it is requested that the Examiner 
forthwith withdraw the Election of Species Requirement. 

In view of the foregoing remarks, it is requested that the Examiner proceed 
with an examination on the merits of all claims.
